While Congress debates the necessi- 
ty of laws regulating pornography on 
the Internet, BYU has already found a 
way to begin curbing the problem. 

Within the last three weeks, the uni- 
versity has posted warning statements 
on sites that contain pornographic 
material, said Brent Harker, director 
of public communications at BYU. 

The university obtained a list of 
pornographic sites and has used it to 
block some addresses and post warn- 
ings on others. 

When students either stumble across 
or purposefully attempt to access a 
pornographic site, a message will 
appear warning them that opening the 
site could affect their status as stu- 
dents at BYU, Harker said. 

According to the BYU Network 
Patron Policy, students may not 
engage in any “activity that does not 
comply with the Honor Code or with 
the principles of The Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-day Saints.” These 
activities include “the use of Y-net to 
view, store or transfer pornographic, 
erotic, indecent or other offensive 
materials.” 

When a student does try to open a 
file with pornographic material, the 
university’s computer system auto- 
matically logs the student’s name and 
the site accessed, Harker said. The 
student is then referred to the Honor 
Code office. 

Although the number of students at 
BYU who would be tempted to use 


the system to view pornography is 
small, there is still a problem with it, 
Harker said. 

John Rogerson, director of 
University Networking Services at 
BYU, recalls what Elder Jeffrey R. 
Holland said when he was president 
at the university: Elder Holland told 
students that any bit of immorality is 
too much, Rogerson said. 

If that is true, then BYU has too 
much. 

In August, 19 students were caught 
violating the Honor Code by viewing 
pornography over the Internet, Harker 
said. 

“About half of those students were 
suspended or left the university on 
their own,” he said. 

He also mentioned that there have 
been more cases of viewing than just 
the 19 who were caught. 

Like any other moral violation, the 
Honor Code office handles each case 
individually. If the student’s violation 
is serious enough, they will be sus- 
pended, Harker said. 

BYU has already begun to monitor 
the viewing of pornography because it 


is a private institution in which stu- 


dents are expected to maintain high 
moral values. But the rest of the 
nation is still waiting for lawmakers 
to determine the constitutionality of 
regulating the Internet. 

Despite the difficulties in monitor- 
ing such a massive web of informa- 
tion, several members of congress are 
attempting to pass bills that would do 
So. 

Sen. Dan Coates, R-Ind., has drafted 


a proposed amendment to a telecom- 
munications bil! that is looking to 
police viewers and distributors of 
pornography and other obscenities on 
the Internet. 

Sen. Orrin Hatch, R-Utah, has pro- 
posed a bill that would actually 
broaden the definition of what is 
pornographic for children. 

His bill would close a “computer 
generated loophole” in the current law 
and give “law enforcement authorities 
the tools they need to stem the 
increasing flow of high-tech child 
pornography,” Hatch told President 
Clinton when he presented the pro- 
posal on Sept. 13. 

The current child pornography law 
covers only visual depictions of sexu- 
ally explicit conduct in which produc- 
tion of the material involved the use 
of a minor. 

“Today, however, visual depictions 
... can be produced entirely by com- 
puter,” without the use of a minor, he 
said. The new law, if passed, will 
encompass computer generated 
images as well. 

Two congressmen, Reps. 
Christopher Cox, R-Calif., and Don 
Wyden, D-Ore., have lobbied the 
government to help the public find 
technologies in which they could 
block pornographic materials from 
the home. 

Rather than calling for regulation, 
these two envision the government 
setting up a toll-free 800 number that 
people could call to get more infor- 
mation about blocking objectionable 
material.

Many universities provide 
increased Internet access

' While many BYU departments have 
Internet access, students from other 
universities are much more involved 
“with the Internet and electronic mail. 
“yveryone at Cal has access to free 
computer accounts that include e- 
mail,” said Dave Ritzman, a student 
at the University of California, 
- Berkeley. 
Any student can have access to e- 

“mail free at California State 
University, Hayward, said student 
~ Beth Marvin. 

~“All you have to do is sign a form 
saying you won't misuse the system,” 
shé said. Student access to e-mail is 
“new. at CSUH, she said. 

“Students at Seattle University may 
also: have a free e-mail account, said 
student Hiromi Nakajima. Last quar-

“ter she attended the University of 


»WaShington, where a student may 
have more than one account, all for 
no charge. 

Ritzman had a former roommate 
who “could log into his campus 
account by modem and get onto the 
Internet and World Wide Web with- 
out any problem.” 

“IT haven't done it myself, but I 
could if I took the time to ‘surf the 
net,’” Ritzman said. 

“There is also limited access to the 
Internet,” Marvin said of CSUH. “I 
haven't had time to explore it.” 

Nakajima said, “I use it like a 
phone.” Throvgh e-mail, she tells 
friends where she is going and any- 
thing else she might otherwise tell 
them on the phone. 

Nakajima also has access to a talk 


channel. “I usually go to the Japanese 
channels,” she said. She can talk to 
Japanese students in the United States 
and in Japan as well as students who 
are taking or have taken Japanese. 

Nakajima said she also uses e-mail 
to ask professors questions she 
doesn’t have time to ask in class, or 
when they’re not in their offices. 

Some business and computer sci- 
ence classes require e-mail accounts, 
Nakajima said. 

Professors and TA’s often give out 
their e-mail addresses with their 
phone number and office hours, 
Ritzman said. 

“We also get messages in computer 
labs from the TA’s or professors con- 
taining lab instructions and test 
notices,” he said. 

Students do run into some problems 
with the computers, though. Marvin 
said the computer lab is crowded 
sometimes, and then there isn’t much 
time to use e-mail or other features of 
the Internet. 

“The open computing facility (the 
one Open to anyone) isn’t the greatest, 
but it usually works,” Ritzman said. 
“They have relatively frequent crash- 
es on their machines and sometimes it 
gets crowded. 

“As an outsider, I’ve noticed that 
the BYU computer systems seem very 
closed to the outside world,” Ritzman 
also said. 

“Say I have a friend at Utah State,” 
he said as an example. “I can type the 
‘finder’ command and list his last 
name and the general school address 
(like usu.edu) and the computer will 
list the people with that last name that 
hold accounts on the system. That 
doesn’t always work at BYU.”

(SPJ), a club made up of communica- 
tions students, in making their own 
homepages. 

“We are helping each student who 
has signed up for a workshop make a 
digital resume with their picture that 
is World Wide Web-compatible,” 
South said. “The goal is so that com- 
munications students will have a taste 
of publishing on the Web. It is also to 
make their resumes available on the 
Internet.” 

Bevan recommends students put 
their homepages somewhere that has 
full access to the Net, such as at a uni- 
versity or at a large company. People 
don’t have as much access to the 
Internet if they put their homepage on 
their personal computer at home, 
because the homepage is only avail- 
able to the Net when they have their 
computer turned on and their modem 
hooked up. 

The computers at the engineering 
labs are never turned off, and they are 
networked to each other, so even if a 
person is not logged in, their home- 
page can still be accessed, he said. 

BYU is connected by fiber optics to 
the University of Utah, a “main hub” 
of the Internet which is hooked up to 
other “main hubs” throughout the 
country. Fiber optics have a wider 
band than telephone lines so they can 
supply more information in a smaller 
amount of time.

Netscape, located in Mountain View, 
Calif., leads the software market that 
provides computer users with access 
to the World Wide Web. Previous to 
the code being broken, Netscape felt 
very confident about the security it 
provided. 

Thompson said the encryption code 
that Netscape created used the time of 
day as part of the code itself, making 
it easier for someone to break the 
code after he or she recreated the time 
of day that the information was 
encrypted. 

“(The Netscape security breach) 
basically was a result of someone not 
doing their homework,” Thompson 
said. 

Netscape has already put a newer, 
more secure version of its World Wide 
Web access program on the Internet. 
All Netscape users can download the 
new security system for no additional 
cost.

Y professor, Russian engineer 
awarded joint research grant

Teaming up with an engineering col- 
league in Novosibirsk, Russia, BYU 
professor Merrill Beckstead has 
received a joint research contract from 
the Air Force Office of Scientific 
Research to study the combustion of 
aluminum particles. 

A member of the BYU Department 
of Chemical Engineering, Beckstead 
will join Vladimir Zarko, of the 
Institute of Chemical Kinetics and 
Combustion for the Siberian Branch 
of the Russian Academy of Sciences. 
The trial contract is for $75,000 and 
one year, and if the project is success- 
ful the two look forward to receiving 
an extension for three additional years 
of research. 

According to a press release issued 


through BYU Public 
Communications, the objective of the 
project “is to identify and develop an 
understanding of the mechanisms 
governing the formation and combus- 
tion of aluminum agglomerates in 
solid propellant rocket motors.” The 
experiments will be conducted by 
Zarko and his associates in 
Novosibirsk, and the data will then be 
analyzed by Beckstead in order to 
develop a computer model that 
describes the phenomenon. 

Beckstead said he feels this project 
will be one-of-a-kind.“This is a 
unique opportunity for us to study 
how aluminum relates to things like 
rocket flares.” 

Beckstead said that coordinating the 
project at the start was difficult but 
that he and his Russian counterparts 
worked through their problems. 


All vehicles in Utah required 
to pass yearly emissions test

Annual emissions tests can make or 
break the two most valuable assets 
available to college students — time 
and money. 

Annual emissions testing is a result 
of-the- Federal Clean-Air-Act, which 
requires each state to regulate certain 
pollutants emitted from gas and diesel 
vehicles. Each state is then responsi- 
ble for monitoring these regulations 
according to state efficiency and 
effectiveness. Utah controls emissions 
through individual counties. 

Mace Gubler, the vehicle emissions 
technical specialist of the Utah 
County Department of Air Quality, 
said the annual emissions test was 
necessary for each vehicle that rolls 
on Utah pavement. 

“It’s an annual requirement for all 
vehicles,’ Gubler said. “There are rare 
exceptions, but very few. It must be 
done within two months of annual 
registration of the vehicle, or it 
becomes invalid.” — : 

Gubler also said emissions tests are 


required at each registration renewal. 


An invalid emissions test will result in 
an unregistered, illegal vehicle, which 
produces a costly fine. 

An emissions test will monitor a car 
at a cruising speed of 2500 rpm’s, a 
frequency similar to freeway speed, 
and will extract the amount of hydro- 
carbon vapors and carbon monoxide 
emitted from the vehicle. The car is 
then dropped to an idle speed and 
tested again for the same pollutants. 

Each vehicle is tested according to 
certain limits, such as year and 
weight. Diesel fueled vehicles, such 
as large trucks and semis, are tested 
differently: they are placed on a 
Dynomometer and tested at full throt- 
tle to simulate an uphill climb, while 
the density ‘of pollutants is measured 
within certain limits. : 

If the vehicle does not pass the 
emissions test, the owner must either 
have it repaired to pass the test or 
spend a minimum of $200, have it 
tested again, and follow through with 
a fee from the Department of Motor 


: find out. 


Vehicles to have the test waived for a 
year. 

Steve Cooper, a mechanic at Steve’s 
Crest in Provo, said the test can be 
“quick or costly.” 

“An emissions test can be completed 
in 5 to 10 minutes depending on the 
condition of the car,’ Cooper said. 
“They can usually. be done without 
appointment and will not be costly if 
the owner will maintain regular 
upkeep on the car.” 

He also said that regular tune-ups 
and oil changes every 3,000 miles 
will save car owners thousands of dol- 
lars over the life of their car. 

The $15 emissions tests can be com- 
pleted by auto repair shops that are 
certified with the county.

O.J. verdict brings threats to local NAACP

SALT LAKE CITY — The local 
chapter of the NAACP has received 
several menacing phone calls from 
people apparently offended by the 
acquittal of O.J. Simpson. 

“Yes, I’m calling about O.J. 
Simpson going free and two 
people dead,” one man’s message 
said. 

“The dancing in the streets by mil- 
lions of blacks has told me one thing - 
that America cannot survive with 
blacks in America.” 

The message was one of several that 
the Salt Lake Chapter of the National 
Association for the Advancement of 
Colored People received after its 
leader, Jeanetta Williams, held a press 
conference on the Simpson verdict. 

Williams said her statements were 
misconstrued and might have led peo- 
ple to target the country’s oldest civil 
rights organization. She said she

Dominican immigra- 
tion officials would not say 
whether Simpson had arrived or 
planned to arrive. Several 
Dominican airports and the U.S. 
Embassy also said they had no 
information about the reports. 


Attorney Johnnie L. Cochran 
denied Simpson was on his way 
to the Dominican Republic, 
telling CBS Radio, “no, there’s 
no truth to that at all.’ Cochran 
did not return repeated telephone 
messages left by The Associated 
Press on Sunday.
